SunietiniL's  niirack':i  unfold  so 
.gradually  that  to  the  unubserviny 
tlicy  lose  the  element  of  the  spec- 
tacular to  which  we  have  become 
accustomeil  in  this  day  (_)f  mar- 
velous commercial  achievements. 
We  stand  speechless  when  we  are 
told  about  the  development  of 
lioy  I>land.  which  less  than  a 
year  ago  was  a  hopeless  swamp, 
l)ut  which  today  embraces  by  far 
ihc  largest  sing-le  shii)building- 
yard  in  tiie  entire  world.  It  is 
not  less  marvelous,  however,  but 
Old}-  less  s])ectacular  that  today 
there  stands  where  thirty-odd 
vears  agn  there  was  a  humble 
cowbarn  (  the  birthplace  i>f  Bow- 
ser Pumps  and  Tanks)  one  of 
the  fine-t  and  perluq)--  best- 
equipped  office  buildings  in  this 
country. 

'['he  visitor  has  heard  some- 
ihiny  about  the  groutii  and  ac- 
complishment iif  S.  I'".  I'lDWser  & 
Co.,  Inc.,  and  is  naturally  curious 
to  inspect  tin's  wonderful  struc- 
ture whicii  hou>e>  tile  |)eonlc  wh(j 
carry  nn  the  business  at  the 
1  Ionic  (  )fhce  of  this  Company. 

Surroiuided  by  ample  >pace 
devoted  to  lawn.  Ilowers.  parks 
and  court-ways,  the  building'  i> 
located  on  Crcighton  avenue. 
inidwa\  between  i'lowser  and 
I  [olton  avenues.  In  deliberate 
eltort  tc>  avoid  a  crowded  appear- 
ance, ten  feet  of  the  Comjiany's 
propert}-  along-  the  street  was  do- 


nated to  the  city  for  the  purpose 
of  widening^  Creighton  ;a-enue. 
l)ermitting-  the  parking-  of  auto- 
)iiobiles  in  front  of  the  building'. 
As  the  building-  is  approached, 
the  visitor  gains  the  impression 
from  the  i)lain  e.Kterior  nt  butt 
brick  walls  and  IJedford  stone 
foundation  that  here  is  a  i)uild- 
ing-  of  not  unusual  design  but  of 
simple  and  plain  elegance.  It  is 
six  stories  in  height  and  is  of 
steel  and  brick  construction,  be- 
ing' strictly  fireproof  throughout. 

The  entrance,  in  the  middle  of 
the  building-,  massive  and  well 
proportioned,  is  covered  by  a 
marquise  of  special  design  and 
attractiveness,  supported  from 
the  wall  by  h  e  a  v  y  chains. 
specially  forged. 

The  main  lobb}-  is  entered 
through  a  marbled  and  tiled  ves- 
tibule and  at  once  't  is  appreci- 
ated that  the  elegance  of  the  ex- 
terior is  not  the  only  revelation 
which  is  in  store  for  the  visitor. 
Rich  mahogany  paneling  encir- 
cles the  lobby:  and  the  walls. 
l)lainly  but  e.\(|uisitely  decorated, 
are  shown  to  their  best  advantage 
in  the  soft,  deflected  rays  of  in- 
visible electric  lights.  Period 
furniture,  quaint,  graceful  and 
comfortable,  gives  evidence  of 
the  care  and  completeness  with 
w-hich  all  details  were  planned 
and  executed.  Opposite  the  en- 
trance a  marble  stairvvav  in  brt)ad 
expanse  rises  with  ea.s\-  tread. 
On  both  sides  of  the  lobby  arc 
workrooms  where  are  located 
the  Purchasing,  Traffic.  ( office 
Manager's,  Cost  and  Inventory 
nei)artments.  The  first  impres- 
sion in  these  rooms  is  that  each 
worker  is  given  liiH;ral  space  and 
that  there  is  no  crowding  or  con- 
fusion. This  impression  is  not 
lost  at  any  pt)int  throughout  the 
building.  (  )n  this  floor  al-o  is  a 
modern  M  a  i  1  i  n  g  Deiiartment 
equipped  with  automatic  letter- 
opening  and  postage-nffixiiig  ma- 
chines and  a  complete  .\beniathy 


Distributing  System    for   incom- 
ing and  outgoing  mail. 

i'or  greater  ease  in  inspecting 
the  l)uilding.  the  visitor  is  carried 
to  the  sixth  Hoor  b\-  a  spacious 
(Jtis  I'assenger  l£levator  (of 
which  there  are  two),  and  the 
balance  of  this  interesting  excur- 
sion is  conducted  from  the  top 
floor  down.  On  this  floor  is  lo- 
cated the  Assembly  Hall,  meas- 
uring 150  feet  in  length  by  50 
feet  in  breadth,  with  two  inter- 
connected rooms  on  one  side  for 
use  by  caterer.  Fifteen  hundred 
persons  may  be  seated  comfort- 
ably in  the  hall  with  an  unol)- 
structed  view  of  the  platform,  as 
there  is  not  a  post  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  the  room. 
Here  also  is  the  girls'  lounge 
with  its  eas}'  furniture,  maga- 
zines and  piano. 

An  impression  is  here  gained 
of  the  foresight  of  the  builders : 
Electric  connections  are  installed 
under  the  floor  of  this  hall  so 
that  if  the  future  demands  the 
use  of  this  floor  for  general  office 
|)urposes,  telephone  and  power 
lines  are  conveniently  available 
as  in  the  balance  of  the  building. 

On  the  fifth  floor  are  the  Exec- 
utive Offices.  Tn  the  four  cor- 
ners of  this  floor  are  the  magnifi- 
cent offices  of  President  S.  F. 
Bowser,  Vice-President  .Mien  A. 
Bowser,  General  Manager  S.  15. 
•I5echtel  and  Assistant  General 
Afanager  and  Treasurer  \V.  G. 
Zahrt,  each  with  connecting  of- 
fices for  their  respective  assist- 
ants. These  four  offices  are  fin- 
islied  and  furnished  in  excjuisite 
mahogany.  .\11  other  executive 
offices  are  finished  and  furnished 
in  a  special  grey — uni(|ue.  ])leas- 
ing  and  serviceable.  <  )n  this  tloor 
also  are  spacious  (juarters  for  ex- 
ecutive clerks  and  tw(j  conference 
rooms  where  committees  meet 
around  the  table  under  conditions 
which  conduce  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  business.  The  furuish- 
iui^s  in  the  office  of  President  S. 
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F.  Bowser  merit  special  mention. 
The  artist  lias  harmonized  mural 
decorations.  drai)eries.  rui;"  amj 
furniture  and  the  hlcnding  of  col- 
ors is  a  revelation  and  a  delight. 

The  broad  sweep  of  tloor  space 
on  the  fourth  floor  is  broken  by 
but  four  private  offices,  wliich  are 
finished  in  fumed  oak  antl  which 
are  occupied  by  Sales  ^ilanagers. 
The  balance  of  the  floor  is  occu- 
pied by  the  Eastern  Sales,  Cen- 
tral Sales,  Fort  Wayne  Sales, 
Export,  Service  and  Publication 
Departments  and  the  General  File 
and  Inde.x. 

The  third  floor  is  simply  an 
unusually  large  workroom — 150 
by  50  feet — free  from  ol^struc- 
tions,  and  is  occupied  by  the 
Order,  Statistical,  Engineering, 
Government  and  Railroad  Sales 
Departments.  Here  too  is  con- 
nected the  Rest  Room  for  ladies, 
where  comfortable  cots  are  pro- 
vided antl  where  First  Aid  is  ad- 
ministered. On  this  floor  also  is 
located  the  Automatic  Telephone 
switchboard,  as  well  as  the  long 
distance  telephone  switchboard, 
and  private  telegraph  sending 
and  receiving  station. 

The  second  floor,  which,  like 
the  third,  is  a  large  open  room 
free  from  obstructions,  is  occu- 
pied by  the  Accounting,  Collec- 
tion and  Treasurer's  Depart- 
ments, including"  Cashier  and 
Payroll  Divisions. 

In  the  basement  are  Fan  and 
Pump  Rooms  and  concourse  with 
storage  racks  for  bicycles.  The 
concourse  is  reached  by  a  double 
ramp  leading  from  the  ground 
level  at  the  rear. 

In  his  hurried  inspection  the 
visitor  has  been  confronted  time 
and  again  with  special  and  e.\- 
traordinary  equipnK.mt  which  has 
aroused  his  wonderment  to  tiie 
point  of  a  more  detailed  investi- 
gation. Some  of  these  features 
may  be  mentioned  briefly. 

Lighting:  ^lany  large  closely 
spaced  windows  give  an  abun- 
dance of  daylight  in  all  rooms. 
Artificial  lighting  is  by  eiectric- 
itv.    The  indirect  svstcm  (deflect- 


ed light)  is  used  exclusively 
throughout  the  building  and  so 
well  was  it  planned  that  all  shad- 
ows are  practically  eliminated. 
There  is  iio  "desk  lamp"  in  ihe 
entire  office.  Xot  only  are  the 
results  completely  satisfactory, 
but  also  the  beauty  of  the  sys- 
tem is  a  subject  '.)f  uni\'ersally 
favorable  comment. 

Ventilation :  Extraordinary 
thought  and  study  have  been  ap- 
plied to  the  ventilating  plant. 
Two  fans  140  and  120  inches  in 
diameter  (with  an  extra  fan  in 
reserve  for  use  on  special  occa- 
sions) are  installed,  capable  of 
drawing  into  the  building  and 
forcing  through  the  ducts  over 
70,000  cubic  feet  of  fresh  air  per 
minute.  Other  fans  are  installed 
which  expel  the  impure  air  from 
the  building".  A  complete  change 
of  air  is  effected  through  tiie 
building  every  fifteen  minutes. 

And  every  cubic  foot  of  air  is 
washed.  The  fans  draw  the  air 
through  myriad  sprays  of  fresh 
water  with  purifying  effect.  This 
process  naturally  cools  the  air  in 
summer  with  the  result  that  the 
temperature  inside  the  building 
is.  on  warm  days,  approximately 
15  degrees  lower  than  outside 
temperature.  On  account  of  the 
efficiency  of  this  ventilating  and 
cooling  system  there  is  nowhere 
in  the  building  an  electric  fan. 

Telephones:  Throughout  the 
building  automatic  telephones  are 
in  use.  By  means  of  a  dial  on 
each  telephone  the  user  is  directly 
connected  to  the  telepi"ione  of  the 
individual  with  whom  business  is 
to  be  transacted.  These  auto- 
matic connections  are  n"iade 
through  a  marvelous  automatic 
switchboard  on  the  third  floor. 
Prompt  and  efficient  service  is 
the  result  without  involving  tiie 
manual  lal)or  of  switchboard  op- 
erators. 

Office  Fnniitnrc:  In  the 
main  all  desks,  tables  and  files 
throughout  the  building  arc  steel, 
being  finished  in  dark  green 
enamel  with  I)rass  trimmings. 
The  desks  varv  in  st\le  accord- 


ing  to   the   nature   of   the   work 
transacted  by  the  individ.ual. 

Electric  Floor  Connections : 
Under  each  floor  are  laid  thou- 
sands of  feet  of  contluit,  with 
outlets  every  five  feet.  Wher- 
ever a  desk  may  be  located  in  all 
time  to  come,  it  is  certain  that 
electric  connections  will  be  avail- 
able— connections  for  telephones, 
call  wires,  and  power  for  elec- 
tric -  driven  office  equipment. 
Nearly  three  thousand  outlets 
are  thus  provided  in  the  building. 

Electricully  Controlled  Clocks : 
The  building  is  equipped  with  an 
electric  clock  system.  A  clock  in 
each  department  is  controlled  by 
the  master  clock  on  the  main 
floor  which  is  regulated  by  Gov- 
ernment time.  The  master  clock 
is  set  with  a  gong  system  which 
automatically  signals  special  pe- 
riods of  the  day. 

Inter-Floor  Mail  Chnte:  Xn 
automatic  mail  carrier  system 
serves  all  floors.  This  svsten"i 
permits  tlie  attendant  on  any  floor 
by  pressing  a  button  to  call  the 
elevator  to  that  floor.  When  the 
mail  has  been  placed  in  the  prop- 
er division  on  the  elevator,  tiie 
attendant  may  again,  by  pressing 
the  button,  send  the  elevator  au- 
tomatically to  any  floor  desired. 
The  rapid  delivery  of  inter-de- 
partmental mail  results,  without 
the  sending  of  messengers  from 
one  floor  to  another. 

Lavatories:  Each  floor  has  a 
thoroughly  modern  lavatory  fin- 
ished in  beautiful  marble  and  tile 
floors.  The  fixtures  are  the  lat- 
est in  design  and  of  the  very  best 
quality. 

Drinking  Water:  From  a 
deep,  driven  well,  pure  cold 
drinking  water  is  forced  to  all 
floors,  where  it  bubbles  from  sani- 
tary white  enameled  pedestal 
fountains. 

It  is  but  a  natural  (|uestion  for 
the  visitor  to  ask  while  in  the 
midst  of  these  simple,  yet  beau- 
tiful, modern  surroumlings  : 
Whose  directing  hand  and  mind 
are  resi>:^nsible  for  all  of  these 
achievements?   It  is  likewise  nat- 
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ural  for  the  visitor  to  conclude  in 
partial  answer  to  his  own  (|ues- 
tion  that  there  are  incorporated 
in  the  l)uilding'  many  of  the  ideas 
of  ^Fr.  S.  F.  Bowser  and  the 
^[anai^-ement  in  g'eneral.  But  if 
the  visitor  by  chance  should  put 
his  question  to  'Mr.  Bowser,  he 
would  answer  something'  to  this 
effect:  "Oh,  the  larger  part  of 
the  credit  attached  to  this  build- 
,  ing'  belongs  to  our  Vice-Presi- 
dent, ;\[r.  Allen  A.  Bowser,  who 
is  the  inventor  and  architectural 
genius  of  this  concern."' 

But  in  Mr.  Bowser's  heart 
there  exists  a  still  deeper,  broad- 
er and  more  far-reaching  appre- 
ciation of  the  help  and  sustain- 
ing power  beyond  the  hand  of 
man,  for  the  visitor  upon  depart- 
ing from  the  building  pauses  to 
read  what  had  at  first  escaped  his 
attention  —  a  plaque  above  the 
door  on  which  in  letters  of  ever- 
lasting bronze  there  is  inscribed 
the  following  sentiment : 

/  ACKXOWLEDGE  GOD'S 
GREAT  HELP  IN  ALL 
THINGS  OF  WHICH  THIS 
SPLENDID  OFFICE  IS  ONE 
—ONE  WHICH  ALL  OUR 
OFFICE  EMPLOYEES  CAN 
ENJOY.  GOD  HELP  US  TO 
BE  GRATEFUL. 

S.  F.  BOWSER. 
NOVEMBER,  1917. 

It  is  fitting  that  such  an  ex- 
pression of  appreciation  have  a 
conspicuous  place  ,in  this  notable 
structure,  for  the  thought  here 
e.xpressed  has  throughout  life 
predominated  every  act  and  deed 
of  him  whose  name  is  thereto 
subscribed.

found  wanting-  in  loyalty,  in  careful  analysis,  in  conscientious 
performance,  in  jDainstaking  interest  (wiietiier  in  the  ati'airs 
of  the  Company  or  of  an  individual)  and  in  tireless  enerjiy. 

Not  always  can  energy  endure  without  tiring,  for  some- 
times the  demands  upon  tiie  piiysical  body  prove  too  burden- 
some and  nature  requires  an  involuntary  rela.xatioii.

Iiy  their  nature,  have 
demanded  current  disposition;  but  he  lias  not^  under  tlie  cireimi- 
stances,  been  able  to  satisfy  himself  in  rejrard  to  tlie  betterment  of 
manufacturinfr  jirocesses  and  in  regard  to  im|>ro\eiiient  of  freneral 
and  individual  etficiency,  in  which,  iiccording  to  his  jurlu'meiit,  the 
shop  has  been  and  is  now  deficient, 
■v.o    LI    T    /-r>,^o-in^v',^o  Xow  that  these  anxious  war-davs  have  iireseiited  new  and  intri- 

cate  i)rol)lenis  or  great  burden  the  -Alanagement  has  reluctantly  acted 
upon  Mr.  Grosvenor's  request  and  has  yielded  to  the  obvious  re- 
quirements of  conditions.  Mr.  Grosvenor's  relationship  with  the  fac- 
tory will  not  cease  altogether  but  will  be,  beginning  Monday,  Sep- 
tember 1(),  purely  advisory.  It  is  with  much  regret  that  he  relin- 
quishes his  active  association  with  the  factory  organization,  but  his 
counsel  will,  no  doubt,  lonir  be  manifest  to  the  "boys''  in  the  shop. 
In  addition,  he  will  undertake  more  actively  the  duties  of  Secretary 
and  will  lie  engaged,  too,  in  other  pressing  Executive  work. 

****** 

For  the  duration  of  the  War  the  duties  of  Factory  Mana- 
ger will  be  assumed  by  Mr.  D.  A.  Corey.  It  will  not  be  easy 
to  spare  him  from  his  present  important  responsibilities  but 
until  the  War,  with  its  stress,  has  passed,  his  present  duties 
will  be  divided  among  the  other  Executives.  The  details  of 
this  division  will  be  announced  later. 

This  is  by  no  means  the  first  position  of  large  magnitude 
which  lias  been  committed  to  Mr.  Corey.  His  activities  in  the 
many  years  he  has  been  with  us  have  been  varied,  but  in  the 
main  and  especially  in  late  years  they  have  had  to  do  with 
mechanical  questions  affecting  manufacture  and  development. 

Xor  is  he  without  exjierfence  in  the  more  direct  management  of  manufacturinir  plants.  Before  asso- 
ciating liimself  with  Bowser  &  Company  he  was  essentially  a  "shop  man."  He  has  been  identified  success- 
fully with  the  management  of  mills  and  other  industries  in  the  East.  He  is  now  a  member  of  the  .Amer- 
ican Society  of  ^lechanical  Engineers.  In  his  new  relation  with  our  plant  he  will  bring  much  valuable 
technical  and  practical  knowledge  which  cannot  but  result  in  great  benefit — lifting  the  standard  of 
efficiency  and  workmanship  to  a  higher  plane. 

Tlierefore,  beginning  Monday,  September  16th,  Mr.  Corey  will  assume  full  charge  of  manufactur- 
ing as  Factory  Manager. 

The  conditions  leading  to  this  important  change  have  been  discussed  thus  fully  that  all  may  under- 
stand the  reasons  prompting  the  action  taken.  The  larger  part  of  our  work  is  now  concerned  with  Ciov- 
ernment  contracts,  direct  or  indirect,  .\djustments  in  methods,  or  personnel,  effected  by  the  Manage- 
ment, are  made  with  the  thought  ever  in  mind  that  what  we  do  will  in  some  measure  determine  the  ulti- 
mate outcome  of  the  big  conflict  in  which  each  individual,  at  home  or  abroad,  has  some  influence.  It  i^ 
desired  to  impress  upon  all  employees  of  the  shop  that  they,  too,  can  render  valuable  war-time  assistance 
by  co-operating  fullv  with  the  newlv  appointed  war-time  Factorv  Manager.

Addendum      to      Definition      3, 

"Continuous  Service.  " 

Pase  12: 

\'.  Leave  of  Absence. 

A  leave  of  absence  taken  1)y 
an  employe  will  not  be  regard- 
ed as  terminating  continuous 
employment  if  the  following 
provisions  are  adhered  to : 

(a)  Requests  for  Leave  of 
Al)sence  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing. 

(b)  The  requested  Leave  of 
Absence  shall  cover  a  period  of 
time  deemed  reasonable  by  the 
Company. 

(c)  The  reason  for  such 
Leave  of  AJjsence  shall  be  satis- 
factory and  deemed  reasonable 
l)y  the  Company. 

(d)  The  Company  shall  ap- 
pro\e  the  requested  Leave  of 
Absence  in  advance  of  the  time 
when  the  Leave  of  Al)sence  is  to 
begin. 

(e)  The  employe  during  ab- 
sence shall  keep  the  Company 
advised  of  his  address. 

( f )  The  employe  shall  re- 
turn at  the  time  agreed  upon 
when  request  was  approved,  or 
must  be  ready  to  return  at  that 
time  if  convenient  to  the  Com- 
pany. 

(g)  Xo  original  Leave  of  .Ab- 
sence granted  by  the  Company 
may  be  e.xtended  beyond  the 
time  for  which  granted,  unless 
and  until  such  extension  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Company. 

In  any  event,  the  Company 
may  ask  the  employe  to  sub- 
stantiate claims,  conditions  or 
circumstances  by  written  or  oth- 
er evidence  in  connection  with 
any  one  or  more  of  the  above 
provisions.

THE  UNITED  STATES  FLAG 

On  June  14,  1T77,  the  t'nited  States 
Congress  pa.ssed  a  resolution  declar- 
ing "that  the  Hag  of  the  thirteen 
United  States  be  stripes  alternate 
red  and  .  white;  that  the  union  !.<• 
thirteen  stars,  white  in  a  blue  fiebl, 
representing  the  new  constellation." 
In  17!U,  (.'ongress  clecreed  that  after 
^[ay  1,  1705,  -'the  Hag  of  the  I'nited 
States  be  tifteen  stripes,  alternate 
red  anil  white,  and  that  the  union  bo 
fifteen  stars,  white  in  a  blue  field." 
This  cliange  was  made  to  mark  the 
admission  of  A'ermont  and  Kentucky 
into  the  Union.  The  stars  anil  stripes 
were  then  etpial  and  a  star  and  stripe 
were  to  be  added  with  the  admission 
of  each  iiew  State.  It  was  realized, 
liowever,  that  the  addition  of  a  stripe 
for  each  State  would  soon  render 
the  flag  too  large,  and  a  resolution 
was  accorilingly  passed  by  (_'ongress, 
April  4,  1S18,  reducing  the  number 
of  stripes  to  thirteen — representing 
the  original  Union — and  making  the 
stars  twenty  in  nuiiiber.  It  was, 
furthermore,  enacted  that  a  new  st.nr 
should  be  added  for  each  new  Stat<» 
admitted  into  the  Union.  The  llag 
now  contains  forty-eight  stars,  cor- 
responding to  the  forty-eigliT  States. 
According  to  tradition  the  first 
flag,  known  as  the  "Stars  ani'i 
Stripes,"  was  made  by  Mrs.  Betsy 
Ross  of  Philadelphia,  about  whom 
succeeding  years  have  thrown  a 
glamour    of   i)atriotic    romanre.

PRINTING    DEPARTMENT 

The  liirge  iiri'ss-  sliown  in  the  il- 
lustration is  used  ill  printing  the 
Booster.  The  men  standing  at  the 
side  of  tliis  press  are,  reading  from 
left  to  right:  George  G.  Lehiiiau, 
Pressman;  CMarenee  J.  Reitor,  Gordon 
Pressman;  Rali)h  J.  l'>oty,  Head 
Printer;  William  D.  Meyers,  Press- 
man. Our  Printing  Departnieiit  has 
two  suth  presses  constantly  grinding 
out  various  pieces  of  advertising 
matter,  as  well  as  stationery  forms 
used  by  our  coiniiany.  The  l)e<l  on 
which  the  type  forms  are  locked  on 
these  presses  has  a  printing  surface 
of  25x41  indies  each. 

There  are  three  varieties  of  Print- 
ing presses  in  coinnion  use,  known  as 
Gordon,  Cyliiuler  and  Webb.  A 
Gordon  press  is  much  smaller  than 
the  one  sliown  here  and  is  useil  for 
small  stationery  forms  only.  Our 
Printing  Department  has  two  of 
these  presses  also.  AVebb  presses 
are  use<l  in  printing  newspapers 
mostly  and  instead  of  printing  tlat 
sheets  of  paper  they  feed  themselves 
automatically  from  large  rolls  of 
paper  ami  also  cut  the  printed  sheet 
into  the  desired  si/.e  as  it  comes  from 
the  press. 

Large  publishing  houses  have 
presses  specially  built  to  fill  certain 
requirements.  The  Hill  Publishing 
Company  has  a  specially  built  press 
that  is  used  in  getting  out  large  edi- 
tions of  trade  magazines.  This  press 
is  built  to  print  from  a  number  of 
large  rolls  ami  prints  a  maga/ine  of 
128  pages,  gathers  the  eight  sections 
of  si.\teen  pages  each,  puts  on  the 
cover,  stitches  the  magazine  and  then 
wraps  twenty-five  or  fifty  magazines 
in  packages  all  ready  for  sliii)meiit 
at   one  operation. 

The  large  press  sliown  here  is 
known  as  a  cyliiuler  press.  Kach 
sheet  is  fed  by  hand  anil  the  average 
speed  is  about  1,0()()  sheets  per  hour. 
Everytliing  about  tlie  press  exce|)t 
feeding  is  aiitoinatic.  The  Booster  is

The  small  press  is  an  auroniafic 
Cylinder  jiress.  Tlie  slun-ts  ari-  piled 
Oil  the  rear  of  the  press  and  are  auto- 
matically fed  into  the  machine  at  a 
speed  of  ;!,()00  sheets  per  hour.  This 
press  will  take  a  sheet  iiii  tu  17x1':; 
inches  and  is  used  for  stationery 
forms  as  well  as  advertisiny;  folders. 
Atr.  Henry  Kleiike  operates  this 
press.     He  is  our  head  i)ressinan. 


Each  press  has  its  particular  ad- 
vantages, and  the  nature  of  the  job 
usually  determines  what  juc^s  wiil 
handle  it  best.  Small  forms,  such  as 
our  Sales  17,  used  by  our  Statistical 
Department,  where  large  iiu.inrities 
are  used,  are  printed  from  electro- 
types on  large  slieets  and  then  cut 
apart  on  the  cutting  machine.  The 
Sales  17  is  a  form  4x7  inches  and 
usually  is  printed  in  i|iiaiifiries  of 
200,000.  In  handling  the  job  2+  elec- 
trotypes are  locke^l  on  the  bed  of  the 
large  press  and  then  printci  on  a 
sheet  21  X '■'<-  inchc-.  making  tin'  out- 
put  of  this   press   alioiit   24, Sales 

17  per  hour.

As  health  is  one  of  the  primal  requisites  to  an  all 
round  life,  don't  cheat  yourself  out  of  a  robust  constitu- 
tion because  you  are  too  indolent  to  exercise  vigorously 
and  obey  hygienic  laws,  or  because  you  think  you  are 
too  busy  to  do  these  things. 

As  knowledge  is  another  necessity  to  an  all  round 
life,  don't  cheat  yourself  out  of  hours  of  close  study 
and  practical  experience  which  will  make  you  a  better 
man  on  your  job,  a  more  interesting  associate  to  your 
friends  and  acquaintances,  and  a  more  highly  qualified 
citizen  of  the  United  States. 

As  continuous,  progressive  accomplishment  is  es- 
sential to  an  all  round  life,  don't  cheat  yourself  out  of 
that  position  higher  up  because  you  fear  you  cannot 
carry  the  responsibility  connected  with  it. 

As  love  is  another  attribute  to  an  all  round  life, 
don't  cheat  ourself  out  of  forming  inspiring  relation- 
ships that  will  bring  you  comfort,  help  and  happiness. 

Live  an  all  round  life.  Cultivate  health,  quicken 
your  mind,  become  more  and  more  successful  as  the 
years  pass,  and  broaden  your  relationship  with  human- 
ity. Don't  cheat  yourself  out  of  so  much  as  a  frac- 
tional part  of  an  all  round  life. 
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
